PRINCIPAL  GOALS: 


The  goal  of  the  Board  of  Barbers  is  to  assure  to  the  public  that 
all  barbershops  and  barber  schools  are  operated  and  maintained  in 
a sanitary  condition  so  as  to  preserve  the  public  health  and  pre- 
vent the  spread  of  disease. 

MAJOR  ACCOMPLISHMENTS: 


The  Board  held  five  meetings  during  the  year  and  provided  four 
examinations  at  Billings,  Helena,  Missoula  and  Great  Falls.  Each 
Board  member  was  assigned  a specific  area  of  the  State  for  inspec- 
tion purposes. 

PROGRAM  DESCRIPTIONS : 


Licensing:  Board  issues  licenses  to  qualified  barbers  and  shops 

that  comply  with  sanitation  regulations.  Board  provides 
for  examinations  four  times  a year. 

Regulation:  Board  must  examine  each  barber  shop  which  has  a 

change  of  ownership  or  location.  Board  periodically 
has  inspection  of  shops  for  sanitary  reasons.  After 
investigation  the  Board  acts  on  minimum  price  agree- 
ments.
